2. AS FOR TOPICS, THE CHANCELLERY SAYS IT EXPECTS THE 
PRINCIPAL TOPICS TO BE THE UPCOMING ECONOMIC SUMMIT (AND 
RELATED INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC MATTERS) AS WELL AS THE 
NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE (AND CONFERENCE ON INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION). OTHER TOPICS SUGGESTED BY THE 
CHANCELLOR ARE NON-PROLIFERATION, AND SUCH STRATEGIC 
ISSUES AS SALT, MBFR, AND GENERAL NATO ALLIANCE 
QUESTIONS. 

3. THE CHANCELLERY TOLD US THAT THE CHANCELLOR WOULD 
NOT EXPECT TO GET INTO GREAT DETAIL ON NON-PROLIFERATION 
MATTERS, WHICH WILL ALSO BE UNDER DISCUSSION IN 
DIFFERENT CHANNELS, BUT THAT THE TOPIC WOULD BE OPEN FOR 
DISCUSSION. IT ALSO TOLD US THAT THE CHANCELLOR MIGHT 
ASK MR. MONDALE, IN CONNECTION WITH STRATEGIC 
ISSUESTO DESCRIBE OUR MOST RECENT 

ESTIMATE OF SOVIET CAPABILITIES AND INTENTIONS; THE 
RECENT DISCUSSION IN THE UNITED STATES ON THESE TOPICS 
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HAS CONSIDERABLY SPURRED THE CHANCELLOR'S INTEREST. 

4. WITH RESPECT TO THE PRESS MEETING AFTER THEIR 
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TALKS, THE CHANCELLOR WISHES FULLY TO DEFER TO THE 
VICE PRESIDENT-ELECT'S WISHES AS TO HOW THIS CONFERENCE 
SHOULD BE STRUCTURED AND ARRANGED. 

5. WE STILL DO NOT HAVE DETAILS ON WHO WILL MEET THE 
AIRCRAFT FROM THE GERMAN SIDE. BUT HOPE TO GET THESE 
SOON. 

6. WE NEED AS SOON AS POSSIBLE INFORMATION ON THE NAMES 
OF THE AMERICAN OFFICIAL PARTY IN ORDER TO PASS TO THE 
GERMANS, AS WELL AS GUIDANCE ON WHO WILL PARTICIPATE IN 
THE CONVERSATIONS AND IN THE DINNER. 

7. WE HAVE TOLD THE GERMANS THAT NO FINAL DECISION ON 
OUR SIDE HAS BEEN MADE REGARDING THE CALL ON PRESIDENT 
SCHEEL. WE WILL DISCUSS THIS IN SEPTEL.
